In addition to the research that Ross Dunseath 
has been conducting, TMI is embarking on a 
redesign of our research division. We recently 
advertised for a Post Doctoral Candidate to work 


on several exciting projects this year. 


We expect to complete the EEG/SAM lab study 
and present the findings for publication this year. 
We're working on another project, the "MC2 PK" 
pilot study, and are evaluating results from the 
2017 Journeys to Happiness and 

Discovery programs. In 2018 we addressed the 
question, "Can the mind operate independently of 
the brain?" by testing participants in our June 
Discovery program and we will be presenting the 


results by year-end.
